TJI£ RESIGXATION OF THE SU- 
PERINTENDENT OF EDU- 
CATION. 



" Damn with faint praise, assent with civil leer, 
And, without sncorins:, teach tlio art to aneor; 
Willing to wound and yot afraid to slriljo." 

The outrage perpetrated by the Pre- 
mier on Priday, in tho name of the 
Government and a majority of the 
House, has borne early fruit, Mr. J 1:3- 
8OP, having in vievi'whW "was duo to 
his self-respeot, has declined longer to 
serve a Government that is capable of 
offering him a ■wanton and unjustifiable 
insult, and has, accordingly, forwarded 
his resignation to the Provincial Secre- 
tary. Sir. Jessop was the first Super- 
intendent o£ Edueation after Confeder- 
ation. He took up the work when 
school matters were in an incohate and 
confused state, and by sheer force of an 
iron will and untiring energy has raised 
■free education to its present efttciency. 
"Where before there were but half-a- 
dozen, schools scattered over a wide ex- 
panse of territory, with the teachers as

Prom the latest report we learn that on 
the 1st October, 1877, there were in at- 
tendance on the public schools 2,731 
scholars ; that tho school property was 
valued at §75,000 ; that during the 
year .$-45,349 was spent for school pur- 
poses ; -while (to convey an idea of the 
amount of work entailed on the Super- 
intendent) during the twelve-months 
867 business letters wore received and 
C73 written by tho Superintendent In 
addition to these duties the Superin- 
tendent visited all tho scliool districts 
on the Island and some on the Main- 
land at least three times. Grass could 
not grow under the feet nor moss ac- 
cumulate on tho finger-ends of a ma^^' 
whose time was so busily employed as ' 
was Mr. Jessop's. His duties, with a 
salaiy one-half as large, were more on 
erous and responsi ble— more difficul 
and unremitting — than those of au}- 
Cabinet Minister. AVlien in io^v^\ he 
was found at his office attending to his 
duties at all hoUrs. If called to the in- 
accessible interior, he braved eveiy 
difiiculty and danger and underwent 
every privation in the strict discharge 
of his duty. His heart was in his 
work. He felt interested in making it 
a grand success. He started out de- 
termined.' to, disarm prejudice, to defeat 
the machinations of many avIio propho- 
cied that free education would not 
flourish in Columbia, and to place with- 
in the reach of every man's child in the 
Province the priceless boon of free 
education. He has accomplished his 
purpose. More than all thai^ he has 
been scrupulously honest in the dis- 
bursement of the monies entrusted to 
him. Sums approaching §300,000 havo 
passed through his hands without the 
faintest suspicion of malfeasance at- 
taching to him. His worst enemies — 
always on the alert to pick flaws in hia 
administration — -have breathed no word 
against his integrity. The moral leper 
who monopolized the mail with anony 
mous assaults on Mr, Jessop did not 
assail his integrity. All that Mr. 
"VValkem could find to say against him 
was that his report of 187G was ungram- 
maticalj and all that Mr.DnuMJiOND knew 
{^inst liim was that he had^nce taught 
school af $40 a month. Wliat think 
you of this terrible arraignment, fath- 
ers and mothers of British Columbia? 
Teaching school at forty dollars a 
month — a crime! EiciiARDARicwniGiiT 
shaved people _ for a ha'penny each. 
Hugh Miller- once^worked at his trade 
for 2s. a day. Alexander Mackenzie 
built culverts on the Grand Trunk rail- 
way at 75 cents a day, and George A. 
Walkem in 1862 cooked at Cariboo for 
his grub. We might cite numerous 
other examples; but these suffice to show 

'/"Thai hohoir'and situne froin iiio condition rlso; 
Act well your part— there oil the honor lies." 

Mr. Jessop retires from oflicc covered 
with honor, and tlio plaudits of a grate- 
ful people will follow him into the 
shades of retirement. By resigning he 
has not relieved a Government that 
:were " \villing to wound, yet afraid to 
strike," from an embarassing situation; 
but to havo remained longer subject to 
their insults, leers andinuendoes would 
have been at tho expense of his self- 
respect, which no man is called on to 
saarifice — even at the .shriuo of free 
education. <

Emile Leorna, a boy of sixteen, was 
arrested in Lontlon a fortnight ago for 
a robbery of an extraordinary descrip- 
tion. According to tho Echo, 31. Brug- 
noit, a Parisian jeweller, engaged 
Lerona, who, at the expiration of four 
days' service, feigned indisposition, and 
worked so succes.sfully on the sympa- 
thies of his master that he provided him 
with ^eepinff accommodation in the 
house. A makeshift bed in tho shop 
was provided for "the invalid," who 
retired to bed at the usual hour. While 
the family was reposing the lad began 
to pack up the most valuable ti-ciisurca 
in tho establishment, and with these 
ho decamped before daybreak. All 
efforts to track tlio robber were unsuc- 
cessful. Undor the head "irn Faux 
Malade," the story of tliisi rolibery was 
told in Lo Petit Journal. Some days 
after a French youth took up hia 
quarters at a hotel and iTstaurant in the 
vicinity of Golden Square, London. 
His modo of living *and tho quantity of 
jewelery ho displayed aroused curiosity 
and suspicion. One of the waiters hap- 
pened, by tho merest chance, to take up 
Le Petit Journal iuid road tho article, 
"Un Faux jNlalade." lie was convinc- 
ed that tho visitor was none other than 
ho who robbed M. Brugnois. He spoko 
to tho landlord, and Ijerona was taken 
prisoner. Tho following property was 
found in his possession: Seven gold 
watches, 17 gold bracelets, 07 gold 
rings, 17 single studs, 12 gold ci-o.s.ses, 
7 necklets, 7 chains, 1 3 pair gold studs, 
G gold seals, 3 loops, 1 string of pearls, 
several sets of studs, pursias and many 
miscellaneous articles, the whole being 
valued at 20,000f. He had disposed of 
a portion of the property to meet cur- 
rent expenses. 

At Auteuil, the other day, in a co.sy 
little hotel in the Park des Princes, tho 
Spanish Government's agents arrested 
a mysterious elderly lady who was liv- 
ing -with great luxury. Stories diflbr, 
ono correspondent declaring that she 
was extradited to Spain; anoUicr that 
the arrest was made l)y error, tho lady 
being mistaken for Senora Biildomera. 
The Avoman thoy want is forty-five, the 
widow of Se^o^ Laria, a well-known 
Spanish satirist, -who blew out his brains 
some thno ago for some unknown roa- 
*son. She is of a good family. In 1872 
she attracted much attention by bor- 
rowing money in snuiU sums from the 
laborers and storckeopprs of the capital 
returning them in a few days with 
twelve jier cent, interest. The fame of 
the buena senora, or good lady, soon 
spread throughout the city, and when 
she opened a bank on similar princi[)les 
its doors were thronged. She paid the 
interest regularly for .some months, but 
ono fine day in 1875 she decamped with 
nearly §1,000,000. The same, swindle 
has just been o])erated succes.sfully in 
Naples and at Bei'lin, in each case al.'^o 
by a woman. The Spanish Govern- 
ment is still on the woman's trail, and 
expects to find her, though when slio 
first ran away it\was understood that 
she had gone to Mexico.

Mr. Galbi-iiith introduced an 'Act to 
amend the Consolidated Public Schools 
Act, ISfC. Bill read a Krst time; second 
reading on Wednesday next. 

Mr. Beavon inlroduced the "Game Act, 
1879." Bill read the (irst time; .second 
reading on Wednesday next. 

Mr. Galbraith introduced "An Act to 
amend the 'Qu.alification and Eegiatration 
of Votora Act (1870). Amendment Act, 
1878." 

QUESHMONS. ''■ 

Mr. Sniitlie asked the Provincial Sccro- 
taty was tlio oliico of medical attendant of 
the Lunatic Asylum oli'orod by tlie Govern- 
ment to Dr. Jones (the late' Medical Su- 
perintendent), at the time when, or at any 
time, before or after, the change of policy 
• respecting the asylum, consenuent on a 
vote of this House, was carried into ellect; 
if not, wliy not] 

In reply the Hon. Mr. Humphreys stat- 
ed that the oflico was not offered to Mr. 
Jones; but a pormanont resident of Now 
Weatminstor was appointed in deference 
to the expressed opinion of the House last 
seBBion. 

Mr. Wilson asked the Provincial Sccre- 
• tnry wliat lu>a been the cost of revising 
and consolidating the statutes by the late 
Government, including tho cost of print- 
ing, paper, binding, itc. , &c. ? How many 
copioa hayo boon printed?: Have the Con- 
Bofidated'Stotutes 'any;, legal value; if not, 
what "steps are necessary to make them 
law] 

In reply hon. Mr. Humphreys stated 
that the cost of the statutes including many 
■ extra separate copies of the Land and Min- 
ing Act was S472-1. The number printed 
waa 1500, of which 500 have been bound. 
He was of opmion^tliat, the consolidated 
" atatutcs required a specird act of the legis- 
lature to make them law. 

Mr. Wilson asked the Provincial Secre- 
tary what is tho estimated annual cost to 
this Province of tho Indian Reserve Coni- 
niission ; and at what date will its labors 
probably terminate ? 

Hon. Mr. Hurapljreys replied tliat the 
cost of the Indian Conimissioncr as at.prc- 
sent organized is defrayed by tho"Domini()n 
Government. Ho could not state when 
tho commissioners' labors would end. 

Mr. Vernon asked the Attorney-Gen- 
eral tho following question : — Is it com- 
pulsory for any person, before engaging 
in gold mining in this Province, to pur- 
chase a free miner's certificate ; and, if it 
is, what persons arc lawfully entitled to 
demand, from any person mining, tho pro- 
duction of such cortiticiite; and, in tlie event 
of any person mining without a certifi- 
cate, what persons are authorized to take 
tho necessary steps to compel him to coin- 
ply with the law ; wliat mode of proce- 
dure should bo adopted, and what pun- 
iahmont does the law provide ! 

The Attorney-General declined to re- 
ply on tho grounds that he was not bound 
to give a legal opinion to the House. 

Mr. Vernon said ho had not asked the 
,' question with any intention of embarrass- 
ing the Government, but merely witli the 
view of obtaining inforuiation. If tlie 
hon. gentleman said he could not answer 
it, it showed that the law was defective 
and he hoped stops would be taken to 
amend it. . 

Hoin; Mr. Walkem said ho could an- 
swer the question if he thought fit to do 
so, but under the circumstances lie must 
-respoctfully decline. 

Mr. Wilson asked the Chief CommiH- 
sionor of Lands and Works what amount 
did tho late Government expend on tha 
Cowichan road ? What is its length ( Are 
there any agricultural lands adjoining it! 
What (if anything) has it developed / 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said th.e late gov- 
ornriiont expended §13,593.57 ontheOow- 
ichan-Goldstroam road. Tho length of 
tho road is 27:} miles. The lino between 
Cowichan and Goldstrcam, to quote tho 
surveyorB' language, "will not open up 
any agricultural land with the exception 
of a piece of swamp at tho head of Sliaw- 
nigan Lake, and therefore it i.s not likely 
that there will bo any settlers along the 
line of road." The whole road is not 
. completed and that .Being the case he 
could not state what it liad developed. . 

CQ^raiTTEE OF HUITLY. 

Tho HouHC then went into Committee 
of Supply, Mr. Galbraith in the chair. 

Works and buildings, .?8,n02. Mr. 
Mara called attention to tlio fact that the 
fence of the gaol at Kamloops was not 
high enough. Already several prisonere 
hM. scaled it and effected their escape. 

Mr. Vernon said tho late government 
had issued instructions to increase the 
height of tho fence. It would cost only 
ab«ut §100 and ho hoped the present gov- 
ernment would recommend tho improve- 
ment. , ' ! I 

A diaoussion^arose over.the item of .$900 
for a tookup at OkaiMigan. V 

Mr." Vernon explained that the building 
waa a most necessary one and that SlOO 
of its cost had- been voted by the late 
House. It was subsequently found that 
the structure' would cost more . tlioii tho 
Bum voted and it had -been/imposaible to 
avoid tho additional expense." ■ 

Mr. Smithe Baid, aa he understood it, the 
$900 had not all been paid. 

Mr. Drummond rose to a point of order. 
(Laughter.) His point of order was that 
the leader of the Opposition iv»s out of 
ordoi'. He was travelling back into fu- 



ture years (loiid. laughter) and he hoped 
his point woidd be established. 

air. Smithe Said the Walkem Govern- 
ment had eontractod for public works to 
tho sum of 52(53,000 in excess of what was 
voted by the House and ho thought that

The item in full then p.tssed. 
Government House, Victoria, §324. 
Passed. 

Roads, streets and bridges, $38,349.50. 

lion. i\Ir. Walkem said thero waa no 
.ippropriation for new works. The whole 
sum was for liabilities incurred for con- 
tracts by the late Government. Some of 
the contracts had been completed and 
some not. 

Mr. Vernon said many of the roads al- 
ready constructed would have to bo kept 
■open for tho mail service and for tho use 
of settlers. 

Mr. Wilson said it appeared to him that 
tho late Ohiof Commissioner and Mnister 
of Finance had let contracts for their dis- 
tricts to tlio exclusion of tlio rest of tho 
Province. 

iSIr. Vernon was surprised at such a re- 
mark coming from tho representative for 
the large and intelligent city of Victoria. 
If ho would refer to the estimates of last 
session 'he ^vould find that all tho con- 
tracts for which tlie Province is now liable 
had been sanctioned by tho House. 

In rc[)ly to Mr. Asli, Hon. Mr. Walk- 
em aaid that tlio vote of §10,000 for Yale 
District l»st session had been exceeded 
83,340. 

Mr. E. Brown asked why tho sum of 
$1,920 was put down for New Weatmia- 

stcr district inasmuch as there were no 

liabilities for tho district and no new work 
going on. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the sum waa in 
excess of the sum voted last session. If 
tho hon. genlloman did not want tho lia- 
bility paid it could be struck oQ" tlio esti- 
mates. 

In reply to Mr. Mara, Hon. Mr. Walk- 
em said a certain road "boss" had been 
discharged in Yale district for neglecting 
his work Avhilst electioneering for Ids lion, 
friend, Mr. Vernon. 

Mr. Vernon — The statement is incor- 
rect. 

Hon. Mr, Walkem stated that in Ctiw- 
ichan district tlio late Government had 
exceeded the vote of the last House somu 
.?1,918. 

Mr. Williauia said tho late Government 
should be held personally responsible for 
these ovor-votoa. 

Mr. Smitho said that, as tho House had 
boeu informed, many of the conti-acts 
trero let in Juno last. Last session there 
were complaints that for some time past 
the money Itad not been expended early 
enough. Contracts had consequently been 
entered into in order that the now roads 
might become sot before the wet season, 
but it waa not of course expected tlrnt tho 
contracts would bo completed by the 30th 
June last. The late Government had 
tru.stod to tho intelligonco of the House to 
vote what was necessary to meet liabilities 
on contracts in tho course of completion. 
On June 30th not one-half the sum voted 
by the last House for tho first six months 
of tho year had in reality boon expended. 

Mr. jMcllmoyl complainod that tho 
same principle had not been extended to 
Victoria dib'lrict. 

Mr. Vernon would bo very glad if tho 
Cliiof Commissioner would mako a state- 
ment showing tho oxpondituro in each 
district, giving tho amount expended 
in excess of vote. Tho public works sys- 
tem observed by former Governments had 
not been materially deviated from during 
his tenure of oflicu and ho regarded tho 
insinuations of tho lucmbor for Victoria 
city (Mr. Wilson), as to favoring certain 
districts to the disadvantage of others, 
as unfair and uncalled for. 

In reply to j\Ir. Wilson, Mr. Smithe 
said ho had nothing whatever to do with 
lotting contracts for Cowichan district. 
He liad not followed tho example of a 
former Minister of Finance, but when in 
oflice had always allowed tho Chief Com- 
missioner full control of his own depart- 
ment. ^ ' ^ 

Mr. Ash thought if the Government 
had been more explicit in framing the 
citimatcs much time might have boon 
saved the House. Ho observed that thero 
was nothing down for liis district, but ho 
licld it waa the duty of the Government 
to keep tho public roads in a condition fit 
for travel by tlie expenditure of a small 
sum now. Tho Government were not 
acting fairly towards tho House. They 
expected to receive §338,401 aa rovenuo for 
the current half year and ho thought it tho 
duty of hon. inembora toimprcss upon tlio 
Government tho necessity of making some 
provision for the proper maintenance of 
the roads. If no proTision were made in 
the course of a short time a thorougli re- 
construction of tho roads would be found 
imperative. (Hear, hear.) Ho trusted 
supplementaiy estimates would be brought 
down. 

Hon. Mr. Bcavoii replied that it would 
be useless to bring down suiiplementary 
eatimates for tlio Government really had 
not tho money to expend. The estimates 
had been framed as coononiically aa pcjs- 
sible and it should be remembered that 
out of tha revenue the Government had 
already paid §73,000 for an overdraft at 
tho bank. 

Mr. Ash said that if that was the case 
it should have been so shown on tho eati- 
mates, instead of making the revenue aj)- 
pear that ainoimt larger than it really 
would be. Notwithstanding the payment 
in qucitinn ho still thought it highly 
necessary that thero should bo some ex- 
penditure on tlie public works of the Prov- 
ince. 

Mr. Vernon said tho Government ap- 
peared to overlook, the fact that there are 
at least 3000 Chinamen who should con- 
tribute §G0, 000 to thorftvenue. (Laughter.) 
If tho Government wore sincere in their 
profossioiis as to thoir Cliincse taxation 
bill why had they not fdaced the proper 
sum under tho head of revenue. (Hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought the dis- 
sent of tho hon. members for Coraox and 
Yale unfair to tho Government and the 
counti-y, inasmucli as they demanded the 
accomplishment of an impossibilitj'. It 
was highly problematical whether the 
Chinoso bill would bo allowed at Ottawa, 
(h.nir, hear) and overy obstacle had al- 
ready been placed in the way of collect- 
ing tho tax imposed. (No! no!) If hon. 
members would show where the money 
was to come from to defray expenditures 
on now works, tho Governinont would 
doubtless be glad to accept the inforni.a- 
tion. 

Mr. Vernon said that instead of increas- 
ing tho rovenuo the Government had done 
their best to decrease it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said competent per- 
sons had estimated the Chinese popula- 
tiim at 3,000, of whicli number, when tho 
canneries closed, 1200 would leave tho 
Province. That was the reason tho Gov- 
ernment had placed tho estimated revenue 
from the Chinese at .?10,000. Whilst 
full}' admitting tho necessity of keeping 
up road.? and bridges, tho Government 
were comiioUed to state that such expen- 
ditures as buying Mr. Stahlschmidt's prop- 
erty had left tlio Government without a 
dollar. If such purchases wer» not bri- 



bery he wonld like to know what they 
were. 

Mr. Vernon asked who was bribed] 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Ash also thought it right when tho 
first minister madfr-a charge of bribery 
that the matter should be explained. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — It's amusing to see 
how tho hon. member for Comox takes 
up a point. But he'll get no satisfaction 
from me. 

Mr. Ash — A very creditable reply for a 

first minister. 

The item then passed. 
Surveys §3,857. Passed. 
Gi-aving Dock, §30,000. 
Mr. Smithe asked if the Government 
had ever computed what it had cost tho 
Province to store the ce»n«nt. purchased 
by Mr. Walkem (laughter). 

Mr. Ash said ho thought tho present a 
very proper time for tho Government to 
explain tho position of tho contract for 
tho cofferdam. Ho had not yet met any 
person who could explain the matter satis- 
factorily. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho corros- 
pnndeiico on the subject had boon placed 
before tho Houao. The probability was that 
the cofl'ordain would be fmiahod within a 
few months. Tho Government would re- 
tain 10 per cent, of tlie contract price as 
guarantee that the contract had boon pro- 
perly carried out. His opinion was that 
tho renewals of time made by the lato 
Government released tho sureties from 
their liability inasmuch as thoy had not 
been consulted. 

Mr. Vernon said the "late Governinont 
had given only two extensions of time and 
that the contract had been going on for 
tho last twelve months without any re- 
newal and subject to tho action of tho 
Giivorninent at any iiioiuont. 

Hon. Mr. NN'alkoin said the whole do- 
lay in tho construction of the dock was 
attributable to tho enemies of tho Wal- 
kem Government, who had induced the 
Dominion Government to withhold the 
money necessarj' to defray the exjiendi- 
ture in connection with tho structure. 

Mr. Sinitlie said the ])urcliaso of tho 
cement was a very illadviscd step. Its 
original cost, with interest on the money 
and §1000 per annum paid for storage, 
would now amount to throe or four times 
its actual value. The purchaie aliould 
have been loft in tho hands of tho con- 
ti-act(U's for the dry dock, who would no doubt 
have understood tho business. A Gov- 
ernment had no right to enter into a spec- 
ulation of such a nature. It was all very 
well to lay tho blame of delay at the door 
of tho lato Government, but ho would 
venturo to state that the preaent GoTorn- 
ment would not Iiave the contract 
completed williin tho time named 
by tho Chief Commiasioner of Lands and 
Works. It would bo seen that for several 
sessions past the sum of §970 liad boon 
jilacod on tho Estimates for storage on the 
cement purchased by Mr. W^alkem, but 
strange to say this scsiion tho item ap- 
l)cared aa "storage on machinery," itc. 
Had tho cement suddenly turned into 
machinery } It could not havo done so, 
as Mr. W^alkom had said there was no 
macliinery to store. 

Mr. Helgesen said that if the Walkem 
Government had been allowed to carry 
out their policy several year* ago, tho 
cement would bj- this time have been in 
tho drydock. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the late govern- 
ment had done something, viz: a great 
deal of harm. They bad, whUe in oppo- 
sition, persuaded the Mackenzie Govem- 
moiit that they had not promised the 
§250,000. Aa for the cement it had boon 
l)urchaaed by tho advice of Afeasrs. Knip- 
ple it Jlorria. 

Mr. Smitho said he had always stated 
that Canada was bound to pay tho sum of 
$250,000 to this Province. Tho lato gov- 
ernment had represented this matter to 
the Dominion Government in tho strong- 
est manner possible; but till lato last sei- 
sion thoy were unable to make their rep- 
resentations more emphatic on account of 
the withholding of a telegram to Mr. De- 
Cosmos from the Premier which clearly 
bound the Dominion to jiay tho £60,000. 

Mr. Wilson said tho telegram had been 
piinted in tho Standurd newspaper at tho 
time. 

Mr. Smitho said, "yoa," that was quito 
true; but when Mr. W'alkeni was asked 
whether it had been received he strongly 
denied that such a telegram had been re- 
ceived by any member of tho Govern- 
ment; it should havo been placed on rec- 
ord ao tluit all succeeding govornmonta 
might SCO it and be in a position to use 
it. Had this boon dono, then the lato 
government would have been able to place 
this queatioii before the Canadian Govern- 
ment in the strongest possible light. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that his atate- 
incnt was perfectly correct and tliat at 
tliat time Mr. DeCosmos had practically 
left tho government though he had not 
handed in Jiis resignation to tho House. 

Mr. Marai thought tho Leader of the 
Government should state to tho House 
how this telegram was received, ^for it was 
a most imjiortant document, ifo should 
also explain how it was that he did not 
make enquiries of Mr. DeCosmos about it. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho really knew 
nothing about the receipt of this telegram. 

Mr. Mara said no satisfactory explana- 
tion had ever been given of the withhold- 
ing of this public document. 

Mr. Wilson said it was merely aa elec- 
tion telegram. 

Mr. Mara said he was astonished at the 
action now being taken by the Leader of 
tho Government in defending two Pro- 
miora when last session lie had strongly 
attacked a member of the late government 
for writing a private letter to a friend and 
in it a[ioaking of aome public works. Then 
he contended that all such letters are 
jiublic and that copies shoilld bo kept of 
theui. 

Hen. Mr. Beavon said that this was 
merely a private telegram. 

Mr. Smitho replied that Mr. Walkem 
had said a good deal about tho object of 
tlie queslion asked by Mr. Robaon having 
been to find out about an agent. Ho 
(Mr. SiTiitlm) tliought he ought to know 
what the object of that question was 
better than tho leader of tho Government, 
as ho xas a party to its being put and 
framed as it was, and he would state that 
the ex[ilaiiation of Jlr. Walkem waa wide 
of the, mark. The leader of the Govern- 
ment had to-day said that Mr. DeCosmos 
at that time had the dry dock business in 
hand independent of tho other members 
of tho Government. That showed that 
when it was asked if any .agent of tho Gov- 
erninont had received tho telegram, the 
position of affairs was understood, and the 
question, in order to"" prevent it being 
evaded in any other w.ay, was framed to 
include agent. Mr. Walkem, in eflbct, 
now admitted Mr. DeCosmos was the 
agent of the Governinont in that matter, 
and yet at that time ho denied that tho 
Government had an agent. At any rate 
tho telegram had been received on tiie 7th 
of Feb., 1874, and on the 18th of tho 
aamo montli Mr. Wrilkein liad denied all 
knowledge of it. Ho could easily have 
enlightened himself at tho time, as he had 
several days' notice of ' the question, by 
.asking Mr. DeOosmos '; if he did not do so 
his negligence was unpardonable, and if 
ho had done so a different answer ought to 



have been given. Thero had boeii bluiid- 
ering, or worse, somewhere, and the coun- 
try had suffered in consequence by the 
most important evidence of Canada's obli- 
gation in tho drj' dock nunttcr having been 
concealed for years. 

The item then paased. 

Advertising, §700; stationery, §1790; 
postage, $850; telegrams, §425; fuel and 
light, $1025; libi-ary, Ac, §200; foes to 
registrars, $250; refun<ls (drovers' license) 
$150. 

Mr. Smitho said that Mr. Galbraith had 
made an application to him for a refund of 
drovers' license, but as ho knew nothing' 
a))out it he referred it the Attorney Gen- 
eral, who gave it a8,his opinion that tho 
license had been le^lly collected. 

Mr. Galbraith said that' the Attorney- 
General never gave any opinion on tlie 
matter at all. 

Mr. Smithe said tliat tho matter was re- 
ferred to tho Attorney-General, who, at 
tho time, having looked over tho act, gave 
it as Ills opinion that the license had been 
legally collected ami could not bo re- 
funded. 

Tho item.'* passed. 

Royal Comniiasion, ,«i99r).50. 

Mr. Wilson said ho would like to see 
this struck out, for lie thought suflicient 
evidence had been taken to prove that tho 
charges were made ^rith some foundation. 

Mr. Williams thought tho money was 
w.anted for public improvoments. 

Mr. Smitho said he hoped tho item 
would pass for ho thought the fullest en- 
quiry was nocoaaary. 

Hon, Sir. 'Walkom said a report was al- 
ready in tho printer's haiul.s and if the hon. 
gentleman wished tho item could be laid 
over till that report waa produced. 

Mr. Humphreys said tho report had 
been sent in to tho priiitera and the Gov- 
ernment wore doing their utmost to havo 
it before the House. 

Mr. A'ernon said ho waa oxtrcmcly ylud 
the GuTorumeiit projjosod to continue 
this veto and regretted much having 
heard a member for Victoria advocate tho 
striking out of the item, which was to 
cle.ar a man's character. What tho House 
wanted was the Judges' report, not tho 
twisted ideas of some hon. gentlemen. 

3Ir. Wilaon said ho tlioiiglit this item 
might be laid over till after tlio report 
was brought down. He would correct tho 
hon. gentleman and say that tho gentle- 
men trying this case were Coiiunissionei's 
and not Judgea. 

Mr. Drummond {who seemed laboring 
under some strong emotion) aaid Ooni- 
missioners were hearing this case and the 
member for Y'ale was in a fog in stating 
that they wero Judges. Ho knew full 
well that he (Mr.V.) and tlie momber for 
Cowichan wero only too willing to spend 
tho country's inonoy in this way. Ho did 
not care a hg for tho quarrels between 
members, and if there was inonoy that had 
to bo paid for it let tho disputants pay it. 
Ho knew what Comniissioiicrs were, 'ilioy 
just sit day after day, hear evidenco and 
r«ceivo tha people's uioiicy. He knew the 
member for Cowichan. Ho was workingfor 
Mr. Mackenzie and was getting an annual 
salary of $4000. What for ] "Why to get 
up in this House and air Ilia pigoon Eng- 
lish and tire out tho House and get a re- 
port of a column anda-half in The. Colonist. 
Ho might air his English and roceivo 
§4,000 a year; but ho (Mr.D.) would moat 
strongly oppose this vote. 

Mr, Smitho said if the hon. gentleman 
had received a telegram from Ottawa with 
reference to the $4,000 ho hoped he would 
hand it over to that side of tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said tho House had 
been sneered at and treated with con- 
tempt by tlio^Commission sitting on this 
question, ^lis ho thought was most un- 
justifiable, whatever might be the opin- 
ions of thoso holding so liigh a position .as 
the present Commissioners. Ho, .as liead 
of the Government, was very sorrj' to 
havo to mako this statement; but the dig-'' 
nity of tho Houso should be upheld ortlio 
House had better resign. Great diacretlit 
had boon cast on them by gentlemen w lo 
should have done all in their power to r p- 
hold the Legialativo Asaonibly and shou Id 
these gentlemen again, in their du.al caj a- 
city of Judges of tho Supremo Court ai d ,»ih'iaTi ttufr. 
as members of a Co.iimiasinn, rojjcat t\(/ 
offence ho thought it would be only right 
for tho Houao to pass a roaolution laying 
the circumstances before tho Senate and 
Commons at Ottawa. As for the Com- 
mission itself it waa only right that it 
should continue; but as to whether tb.e 
sum on the cstiinatea w;ia suflicient or too 
much ho really could not toll, for the 
Commissionera refuaod to give any inf 
niation on the subject. 

Dr. Aih considered that as the thr4e 
judges were only acting as commissioners 
that it was in the power of the Gove: 
ment to dismiss them 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that a lato mem 
bar of the House's character- was in ques-' 
tion and by dismissing the ComiiiLssion it 
would virtually bo closing all enquiry 
on the question under consideration by 
the Commission. 

Jlr. AVilson thought the present Com- 
mission might be dismissed and a fresh 
one appointed. 

The debate was then adjourned till 11 
a.m. on Tuesday.
